The 
intervening territory indicated is certain 
to be overflowed, but the planters and 
helpers have had ample warning, and no 
further loss of life is expected, while the 
future destruction of property on this 
stream will be comparatively small, as the 
region yet to be inundated is sparsely popu- 
lated.

He saw Harry Branch in the middle of 
the square, where he had been blown by 
the explosion, wrapped in flames and strug- 
gling in a dazed way to get free from them. 
Mr. Thomas ran back Into the Postoffice 
and seized several mail sacks. He ran with 
these to where young Branch was and 
threw them about him, smothering the 
flames. By this time, though, the boy’s 
clothing had been burned completely from 
him and he was in terible agony. 

He was removed immediately ‘o St. Eliz- 
abeth’s Hospital, where every effort was 
made to allay his pain and save his life. 

In the meantime the horses had run to 
the First M. FB. Church and gtopped so near 
it that the edifice was thr@a'tened by the 
flames. The fire bells were ringing, but that 
was for a fire on the roof of Schwarz’s 
printing shop, caused by the explosion.

The flood started by the heavy rains was 
almost simultaneous at all points; the 
water rose about equally below as wel! 
as above, which prevented it from getting 
out into the gulf, as in ordinary overflows. 
The rise was sudden along the northern 
portion of the Brazos, as the smaller 
streams poured disaster on the same night 
Calvert did, and the Bryan and Brenham 
communities were in trouble next day, 
which shows how quickly the water rose. 
The Navasota poured its murky stream into 
the Brazos, and the town of Navasota was 
an island while the rich plantations in that 
country were tnundated. Then the flood 
struck the lower bcttoms, and the havoc 
was much greater. 

The flood came quickly, a solid wall of 
water 2 feet high rolling down the chan- 
nel, despite the great amount that escaped 
into the bottoms on either side. The van- 
guard of the water was pushed on by the 
immense pressure behind, and it rose so 
rapidly that little time was given to get to 
the prairies. The best the negroes could do 
was to flee to the knoils, to the roofs of 
their homes, and to the treetops, where 
they shouted and prayed, fired pistols and 
rang bells to attract atteucon, It is won- 
derful that the reports of loss of life sent 
from North Texas did not have more basis 
in fact. The hard and unceasing labor of 
the whites and the negroes who first es- 
caped is all that kept the death roll to 
such small proporitions. 

Now that these negroes have been res- 
cued, the real problem confronts the peo- 
ple. There are thousands of men, women 
and children who live in the Brazos bot- 
toms, and they must be cared for. Their 
hogs are gone and their chickens have be- 
come scattered. They must be carried 
niong until June or August of 1900. 

The damage done to the plantations in 
many instances, aside from the loss of the 
crops, is known to have been serious, There 
was a swift current and deep ravines were 
plowed through the land, which renders it 
worthless. In other instances two to three 
feet of sand has been washed over the 
soil, which will be killed for years t? 
come. 

The estimates of losses of both life and 
property have a wide range. The heaviest

The colony of refugees at Duke has 
swelled from 400 to more than 700, with a 
portion of a car of provisions for the 
sufferers, and rations are being distributed 
to the homeless. 

Refugees are reported congregated at 
nearly all the high spots up and down the 
river for many miles. At Blue Ridge 200 
are reported, 20 are at Howard's plan'‘ation, 
seven miles north gf Duke, and 200 at 8taf- 
ford’s Point. 

The greatest suffering from the flood has 
not yet been experienced. The pinch will 
come when the flood subsides and the peo- 
ple return to the places where their homes 
were. Not one house in five in the bo'tom- 
lands is habitable. Nearly all large build- 
ings are undermined, thousands of small 
dwellings have been wrecked by the waters 
or carried off bodily; 50 per cent of the 
cattle have been drowned and all the corn, 
sugar and cotton have been ruined in the 
lowlands. 

The belief prevails that the worst has 
been| seen and tha’ a recession of the water 
will soon begin. All the immediate efforts 
to repair damage to railroad property have 
been abandoned, the officials bending all 
their energies toward organizing their forces 
for rapid work just as soon as the waters 
go down enough tg permit of gangs being 
used, 

It is improbable from the looks of things

CORONER CANNOT DETERMINE. 


INQUEST CLOSED WITH A MIXED 
VERDICT. 


Facts Ascertained by Detectives Which 
Seem to Support Their Theory 
That Suicide Was Cora- 
mitted. 


The Coroner’s inquiry into the death of 
Clement \H. Laessig, whose body~ was 
mangled by two Frisco trains between 
Cifton Heights and Arloe Station, Sunday 
night, has ended, and the mystery of the 
mannet of Laessig’s demise remains un- 


solved, 

Coroner Lloyd discarded the suicide theo- 
ry and decided Saturday morning that 
death resulted from a fracture of the sku!l 
inflicted in a manner unknown to the Cor- 
oner. 

This makes the mystery a murder or an 
accident: according to the Coroner. Tine 
only testimony supporting the murder the- 
ory that was heard Saturday morning was 
the statement of Miss Marguerite Smith 
of 6301 Famous avenue that on the night 
of Laessig’s death she saw two men, 
strangers in Clifton Heights, running 
through that suburb from the direction of 
the railroad tracks, at about 9 o’clock. The 
first train passed over the body at 8:45. 

Another witness testified that he heard 
a report, which he judged to be that nf a 
pistol shot, in the locaiity where the body 
was found at about 8:30. Despite state- 
ments to the contrary, the condition of 
Laessig’s revolver, which was near the 
body, shows that one cartridge in the 
Weapon had been recently discharged, 

Detectives Lally and Harrington, who 
made the investigation for the police de- 
partment, made a thorough inquiry into 
the case, devoting all the time from Mon- 
day last to Saturday on that work, They 
are convinced from the facts that Laessig 
committed suicide. The facts they report 
@re these: 

Laessig was.f3 years old. He had grown 
children, all married, and a wife. He lived 
in a comfortable home at Arloe,’ was re- 
spected and looked upon as a good citizen 
and a trusted empiocye of a large firm. He 
had been the bookkeeper for Wteterou & 
Goebel, wholesale grocers, at Second and 
Walnut streets, 16 years. The firm dissolved 
July 1, each partner setting up business for 
himself. The books had not been finally 
balanced for the dissolution. Lgessig was 
retained as bouvkkeeper by Wetterou, who 
ppeaks very highly of him. Goebel says the 
reverse. 

Laessig left home eariy Sunday morning 
to go to the office and begin the work of 
siraightening out the affairs of the firm for 
the dissolution settlement between the part- 
ners. Lacssig’s relatives and employers say 
he was not an habitual user of alcoholic 
stimulants. On this Sunday morning he 
stopped at Schnoor’s saloon, Second and 
(Market streets, one block from the store 
and drank a glass of cognac and Benedic- 
tine. The proprietor’s son served the drinks. 
‘the temperature was high at that time. 
Qiere it should be stated that Laessig was 
once overcome by the heat, since when hot 
weather seriously aftected him physicaliy 
and disturbed him in mind. 

The boy who served the drinks told De- 
tective Lally ‘hat Laessig was greatly agi- 
tated while in the saloon. He paced the 
floor holding his hand on his left breast, 
and complained of a pain in his heart. This 
was after taking the drinks. The boy, 
thinking Laessig’s pain proceeded from a 
dyspeptic cond.tion commonly termed 
“heartburn,” prepared for him a mixture 
of seltzer and baking soda. Laessig drank 
the mixture and departed, saying he felt no 
relief. The boy said Laessig waiked west 
on Market street. 

Up to date no one has come forward who 
aw Laessig alive after he lef' the saloon. 

“he detectives have not been able to as- 
certain whether he went to the office. 

As to the finding of the body: When 

senger train No. 5, west bound, on the 

Trisco line, reached Gratiot Station, about 
9 p. m., Sunday, the engineer told Conductor 
Toomey that he believed they had run over 
a man between Arloe and Clifton Heights. 
He said he saw an object on the track, and 
thinking over it on the run to Gratiot, had 
become convinced that it'wasa man. The 
train was backed down to Aroe. There 
it was met by a west-bound train which 

tops at all suburban stations. The engi- 
neer of this second train had made out the 
mangled form of a man as he passed over it 
and stopped his train immediately. 

About half of the head, including the 
face, was between the rails. The other part 
of the head was mashed into a _ ‘he 
body lay outside of the rails. here- was 
neither coat nor vest on the body. The 
coat was folded, not very precisely, but 
folded, and was found in the grass near 
the body. A revolver lay on the end ofa 
tie near the body. One cartridge had been 
discharged. 

Dr. Piseman, a surgeon and physician of 
wide experience, arrived at the spot shortly 
after the body was discovered: e gave it 
as his professional opinion that the man 
was dead before the train struck him. He 
based this opinion on the small quantity of 
blood visible. Dr. Hiseman also stated posi- 
tively that the hoie in the left temple was 
@ bullet waqund. 

A physician in the coroner’s office per- 
formed an autopsy Tuesday. He could 
find no bullet in what remained of the head. 
He decided that the hole in the temple was 
not a bullet wound. 

A brakeman found Laeessiag’s veet in a 
freight car at Pacific Wednesday. The 
freight car had been on a side track about 
200 feet from where Laessig was found, dur- 
ing all of Sunday night. There are half a 
dozen blood stains on the inside of the 
vest. 

As to theories: Laessig was probably not 
murdered by robbers, for his purse con- 
ene $28 was in a trousers pocket undis- 
turbed. Had highwaymen Killed him and 
taken the time and trouble to place his body 
on the railroad track they certaininy would 
have secured his valuables, the object of 
the murder. 

In speculating on an accidental death the 
presence of the revolver, out of the pocket 
and with one cartridge discharged is diffi- 
cult to explain. 

The motive for a suicide ts not always dls- 
covered, even in the plainest cases of self- 
destruction. Without discussing the poss!- 
ble motive for suicide in this case the fact 
pointing to the correctness of the theory 
of Detectives Lally and Harrington are 
these: Heat seriously affected Laessig. On a 
hot day he took the strongest of alcoholic 
stimulants, cognac and enediotinn<one 
drink, at least. He was agitated and suffer- 
ing. He had before him the task of making 
@ settlement between partners whose ac- 
counts he had kept 16 years. No trace of 
him has been found from the time he took 
the drink until his death was discovered. 

His right arm was injured in a street 
railway acec:dent some time ago in such a 
manner that he could not raise his right 
arm to a level with his head. A wound, 
which one physician says was a bullet hole, 
was in his ieft temple. His own revolver, 

with an empty cartridge, was found near 
the body. Owing to 
head and the absence of a port.on of je an 
autopsy could not determine positively 
whether a bullet wae fired into it. 

It can only be surmised what condition 
Laessig was in when he started home. 
Detective Lally believes that he took off 
his coat and vest and kay down to sleep 
in a freight car on the sidetracks near 
Cilfton Heights; that he awoke and start- 

home, neglecting to pick up ‘his vest, 

but took his coat and, after proceeding a 

short distance cast the coat aside and shot 

. falling across the track.

WASHINGTON, July 8.—The Nicaragua 
Canal Commission has finished its present 
Sitting in Washington and the members 
have scattered to wind up their personal 
and professional business, before starting 
for the field. It has been settled that the 
field force taken from this country will 
number about 75 all told, in addition to 
whatever local help may b 
the isthmus. , on wae 

The first party to leave this country will 
consist of Admiral Walker, Col. Ernst, Mr, 
Burr and Mr. Morrison, constituting the 
Panama Commission, with probably two 
other members of the commission,’ who will 
leave here in 30 days for Paris. There they 
will examine the records of the Panama 
Company and secure whatever data is ob- 
tainable in connection with that part of the 
work. It is possible they may visit Kiel be- 
fore returning. 

Meanwhile the remainder of the commis. 
sion in this country will do whatever is 
possible by correspondence with the several 
Central American governments who may be 
‘interested in the route to be finally se- 
lected. 

The start of the entire commission for 
the isthmus will be made probably in No- 
vember. ‘When the commission takes the 
field it will divide into three sections, one to 
study the Panama route, one to further in- 
vestigate the Nicaragua route and _ the 
other to go over the Darien iine. Afterward 
the San Blas and several minor routes will 
be studied, so as to leave no possible ques- 
tion open when the survey is finished.

A London Editor Interviews an Ameri. 
can Editor on the Secrets of Success. 
From the London News. 

A strong man! That is the first comment 
the most casual observer would make on 
Mr, Joseph Pulitzer, the: proprietor of the 
New York World, who is now in London, 
Considerably above the average height, 
broad shouldered, strongly built, carrying 
little or no superfluous flesh, with striking 
face and lofty forehead, there is about the 
whole man an air of determination, staying 
power, strength of purpose. I had gone to 
keep my appointment with him (writes a 
representative of the Daily News), expect- 
ing to find a senior. I judge that one who, 
starting in poverty, had built up so great 
& property as the World must be well ad- 
vanced in years. Judge, then, my gurprise 
when I found myself face,to face with one 
who might well be in his prime. There is 
no need to tell English readers of the 
power of this newspaper king; of his jour- 
nals with innumerable editions, selling 


sometimes over 1,000,000 copies a day. The 
gigantic structure, 22 stories high, whose 
soaring pinnacle cutting into the sky faces 
every visitor to New York City, fornis 
a fitting home for such a gheet. Mr. Pulit- 
zer-has largely revolutionized American 
iy agen and innumerable eager copyliste 
n his own city and all over the earth best 
proclaim his success, 

“What has been the underlying, funda- 
mental principle of your work in building 
up the World, Mr. Pulitzer?” I asked. 

Mr. Pulitzer hesitated. “Any answer I 
can make must seem to savor of egotism. 
I do not regard the newspaper as a com- 
mercial machine, but as a public institu- 
tion. I think it should be honest and ag- 
gressive, quick to condemn abuses, to at- 


, thorities. 
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tack wrongs, tO expose wrongdoers, how- 
ever high placed or influential. It should be 
free, fearless and independent, tied to no 
party, but at lfberty to support the good 
works of any. It should be a constant and 
urgent advocate of reform, forcing the 
hands of time-serving and backward au 
These lines I have tried to fol. 
low, attacking abuses, however great or 
firmly entrenched, and however much it 
seemed advisable for the newspaper's in- 
terest to leave them alone.”’ 

“What would you say are the main lines 
difference between London and WNew 


“That is a@ vague question. You have 
many newspapers of. different types and so 
have we. But the chief difference, it 
seems to me, between our methods and 
yours ig that we give more news and less 
opinion than you do, For instance, the 
amount of cabled actual information from 
Europe given ig our New York dallies is 
greater than you give in London, and, if I 
may be pardoned for saying so, I believe it 
is selected with more care. Much of your 
English foreign correspondence consists of 
rumors, forecasts, hints, suggestions of de- 
velopments, the mere personal opinions of 
the correspondents. There {gs nothing tangl- 
ble, nothing actual about it. Now we will 
have facts. We care nothing for the 
speculative opinions or conjectures of cor- 
respondents; we want to know what has 
actually happened.”’ 

Our talk here drifted to the new ex- 
periments in seven-day journalism which 
are now being made in London. Mr. Pulit- 
zer had not yet seen Sunday editions of 
London dailies, but he was keen to know 


of the strong opposition of the churches to 
it. In fact, he turned the tables on me, 
and for some time interviewed me on Lon- 
don jounalism. 

“Mv interest in a newspaper centers round 
its editorial page, politics and the public 
good it may do. As to your intolerance 
and puritanical Interference with the in- 
dividual right to rpad on Sunday, the fate 
of the Sunday newspaper lies entirely in 
the hands of the people and not of the 
newspaper proprietor. If the people do not 
want it, they have only to stay their hands 
and the paper must die.

He would tap Guitere 
in the face or head, then step away, dodge 
around as though he was afraid something 
was going to happen, and then dash in 
again and put it all over the Mexican. 

The work of the two kept the crowd roar- 
ing with laughter through six fast rounds, 
and when it was all over and the referee 
gave the bout to Lines every one but Gui- 
tere appeared perfectly satisfied. 

‘Irish’? Conroy and Sam Phillips were the 
next pair. The very appearance of Phillips 
caused roars of laughter. In build he re- 
sembies a Graeco-Roman wrestler, and 
when the gong sounded his position was 
that of an experienced wrestler about to 
dash in and secure a strangle hold.

A mystery has grown out of the last tax 
sale at Belleville. Ihe most important piece 
of property put up’to be sold for taxes, 
went to M. H. Luff of St. Louis. 

Mr. Luff was not at the sale and he did 
not authorize anybody to use his name. He 
did not know he had bought the property 
until he received a notification from County 
Treasurer Andel that his certificate was 
ready and on the same day a postal card 


from Louis Quellmalz of Belleville offering 
to take it off of his hands. 

An unexplained entry in one of the 
in the County Treasurer's office heightens 
the mystery. 

Under the law of Illinois property on 
which the taxes have not been paid is sold 
to the lowest bidder, subject to redemption 
within two years by the owner, who must 
pay the taxes and the percentage bid by 
the purchaser. The law fixes @ maximum 
limit of 2 per cent and veually the prop- 
erty is disposed of at that. But if a given 
piece of property is especially desirable 
there may be competitive bidding | amon 
the “sharks” and somebody may take 
for as little as 6 per cent. 

If a piece goes at 2% per cent that means 
that if the owner redeems within two year 
he must pay the amount of the taxes and 
per cent more, which is the compénsation 
of the tax-buyer. If the property is|not re- 
deemed at the end of two years, @ tax- 
buyer gets the deed and the property be- 
comes his absolutely.
